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WHAT IS THE ANSWER? 
Yesterday a soldier of the republic 
who died upon the field of battle to 
preserve the liberties of mankind and 
the honor of his country, was laid to 
rest in Sedalia. 
His comrades from 
the Nebraska city from which he en­ 
listed were represented by six of those 
who served with him, who made the 
long journey from their home to pay 
tribute to his heroic memory. 
The 
funeral was largely attended by for­ 
mer soldiers and civilians who came 
that they might show by their pres- 
.ence respect and honor for one of 
those who placed his all upon the al­ 
tar of the nation and when the call 
came made the supreme sacrifice. At 
the head of the funeral cortege, borne 
by 
one 
of those 
who 
also 
had 
served, and who wore the uniform of 
that service, was carried the American 
Flag. Through the streets of Sedalia, 
on the long march to the cemetery, 
symbol of the 
cause 
for which the 
dead had perished, went that flag, in 
all its beauty, its sanctity and its 
hon or. 
Would you not have thought that 
every man upon the streets by whom 
it passed would have paused and lift­ 
ed his hat to it and to the soldier-dead 
who had failed in its defense? Would 
you not have thought that decency 
alone, if there were no higher senti­ 
ment, would have caused every one to 
show this outward mark of respect at 
least? 
But it was not so. Group af­ 
ter group of men, and scores walking 
or standing alone, paid not the slight­ 
est attention, gave no sigh‘ and passed 
on as indifferently as if they had no 
conception of what the flag stands for 
or what is its due. 
Where they citi­ 
zens? 
Yes. 
Probably 
every one 
would resent hotly the implication 
that they were not loyal and patriotic 
Americans. And yet a former soldier 
was 
compelled 
to march at the 
head of the column and order them to 
remove their hats as Old Glory pass­ 
ed, before they would do so. 
Is this 
the mark of good citizenship, of patri­ 
otism, of love of country? 
Let them 
answer. 


OPENING UP RUSSIA. 
Walter Duranty, writing from Riga 
to the New York Times, draw’s a pic­ 
ture of the Russian famine not alto­ 
gether tragic. 
He 
thinks 
that the 
famine, terrible as it is, may prove to 
be the salvation of Russia; and it is 
interesting to note that one of the rea­ 
sons for the opinion of his is the fact 
that the famine is bringing Russia and 
America together. Americans are go­ 
ing into that vast country, taking with 
them American food, they are learn­ 
ing all about Soviet Russia and the 
Russians, and the latter are learning 
all about them. 
Russia and the Rus­ 
sians are being brought into touch for 
the first time with the one great coun­ 
try and the one great people able to 
help them; and in Mr. Duranty’s opin­ 
ion important things are bound to 
grow out of this fact to the benefit of 
both Russia and America and to the 
benefit of the world in general. 
This seems a reasonable view. 
It 
could not have been entertained so 
confidently some weeks ago, but since 


I then the whole trend of affairs in Rus- 
I sia seems to have been favorable to it. 
i The dependence ot Russia upon out­ 
side aid, her appeal for help and the 
extension ol this help to her naturally 
created some difficult political prob­ 
lems for Lenine. He had to work them 
out and, while he was working them 
out, the attitude and acts of the Soviet 
government w ere often of a sort that 
seemed inexplicable and caused irrita­ 
tion. 
This seems a natural explana­ 
tion of some of the incidents which for 
a time embarrassed the relief work; 
but this phase now* seems to have been 
left behind, the work of relief is said 
to be proceeding smoothly, and the 
American Relief 
Administration has 
lately praised in high terms the co­ 
operation extended by the Russian au­ 
thorities and the efforts which they 
are making on their own account. 
There now seems to be every reason 
to believe that the work vrill proceed 
harmoniously. 
In that case the result cannot fail to 
be a certain drawing together of the 
Russian and American peoples with a 
sloughing off on both sides—and more 
particularly, on the Russian side—of 
some of the misconceptions and pre­ 
judices which have persisted for so 
long. 
It is impossible that this pro­ 
cess should give a new lease of life to 
Bolshevism properly so called or that 
it should provide an opportunity for 
the Russian champions of that doc­ 
trine to sow its seed with dangerous 
effectiveness in the American mind. 
It seems safe to put that idea defi­ 
nitely behind us; and if that danger 
has passed, it is hard to see how any­ 
thing but good can come out of this 
new association and this 
better ac­ 
quaintanceship now’ being established 
between 
Americans and 
Russians. 
Russia is still a problem of tremendous 
proportions not to be solved in a day 
or in a year; but it is altogether likely 
that the famine 
which 
has thrown 
open Russia’s gates marks the begin­ 
ning of its solution. 


LET SMUTS COME. 


It turns out that delegates repre­ 
senting the self-governing Dominions 
of the British Empire will be welcom­ 
ed at the Washington disarmament 
conference provided the British gov­ 
ernment wishes them to come. At first 
it was believed that the United States 
did not contemplate Dominion repre­ 
sentation, but the misunderstanding 
has now been cleared away. It arose 
simply from this government’s strict 
observance of diplomatic properties in 
addressing itself only to the British 
government, the central authority of 
the empire. If the British government 
wishes Dominion representatives to 
come, they can come as members of 
the British delegation. 
That being the case, there seems to 
be* room for the hope that General 
Smuts will be present at the confer­ 
ence table. 
The eminent South Afri­ 
can stands in the forefront of the 
world’s statesmen. There is no other 
public man in active service today who 
enjoys to the same degree the confi­ 
dence of liberal thought in every coun­ 
try of the world. 
There are millions 
of people in many lands for w’hom th% 
conference w ould immediately take on 
new interest and who would regard it 
with new’ hope if announcement were 
made that General Smuts would be in 
attendance as a delegate.
